IA. FRIDAY WASHPOST INSIDE HAD ROUNDUP ITEM FROM VIENNA 
HEADED SOVIETS URGE TROOP CUT; PAPER ALSO HAD O'TOOLE 
REPORTING ATOMIC WARHEADS BELIEVED RECOVERED FROM SOVIET 
SUB; PLUS MOSCOW BRIEFS ON ENDING OF PACIFIC ROCKET TESTS 
AND TASS DENIAL OF IACK ANDERSON REPORT OF KGB CONTINGENCY 
PLAN TO ASSASSINATE NIXON IF HE WON IN 1960.

2. TROOPS. FRIDAY WASHPOST VIENNA ITEM REPORTED SOVIET 
UNION RECOMMENDED A CONSIDERABLE REDUCTION IN SOVIET AND 
AMERICAN GROUND FORCES IN CENTRAL EUROPE BUT A NATO 
SPOKESMAN SAID THERE IS NO CHANGE IN THE BASIC COMMUNIST 
POSITION. SOURCES AT THE CONFERENCE SAID WARSAW COUNTRIES 
HAD RECOMMENDED RUSSIA AND AMERICA EACH CUT TROOP LEVEL 
BY 10,000 MEN THIS YEAR WHEREAS WESTERN ALLIANCE HAS 
DEMANDED WARSAW NATIONS MAKE LARGER TROOP CUTS. 

3. TESTS. FRIDAY WASHSTAR HAD LOCAL AP REPORTING PENTA-

EARLIER THIS WEEK, CARRIED A SINGLE WARHEAD. 
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4. CSCE. FRIDAY NYTIMES WREN MOSCOW REPORTED KOSYGIN AT 
LUNCHEON FOR CHIRAC ASKED FOR SUMMIT-LEVEL COMPLETION OF 
CSCE AT THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE DATE, WREN ADDING THAT 
SOVIET UNION HAS WANTED TO END THE CSCE TALKS AFTER 
OTHER PARTICIPANTS RECOGNIZED THE PRINCIPLE OF INVIOLA- 
BILITY OF PRESENT EUROPEAN FRONTIERS AND HAS EXPRESSED 
ANNOYANCE AT WESTERN INSISTENCE THAT THERE BE FURTHER 
AGREEMENT ON EXCHANGE OF HUMAN CONTACTS AND CONFIDENCE-

4A. MONDAY WASHPOST HEADS GENEVA OP-ED FEATURE BY OSNOS, 
USUALLY IN MOSCOW, WAS THE SECURITY CONFERENCE WORTH IT? 
OSNOS STRESSES DECLARATION IS FILLED WITH COMPROMISES 
WHICH MAKE IT VAGUE AND OPEN TO DIFFERENT INTERPRETATIONS, 
AND EVEN SOME TANGIBLE PROVISIONS - LIKE THAT ON 
AVAILABILITY OF NEWSPAPERS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES - ARE 
HEDGED WITH REFERENCES TO EACH COUNTRY'S MODALITIES. 

OSNOS SAYS ONE OF MOST SUBSTANTIVE PARAGRAPHS WILL BE THAT 
ON WORKING CONDITIONS OF JOURNALISTS, GRANTING MULTIPLE 
ENTRY VISAS FOR FIRST TIME TO WESTERN CORRESPONDENTS IN 
SOVIET UNION, THE RIGHT OF TELEVISION REPORTERS TO BRING 
IN THEIR OWN CREWS AND OTHER BENEFITS. OSNOS REPORTS 
THAT, ACCORDING TO WESTERN DELEGATES, THIS APPROACH WAS 
SOLD TO SOVIETS ON REASONING THAT THE CONFERENCE SUCCESS 
WILL DEPEND TO A LARGE EXTENT ON THE WAY IT IS PRESENTED 
IN THE MEDIA. OSNOS SAYS SOME WESTERN DELEGATES BELIEVE 
THE DECLARATION WILL CARRY CONSIDERABLE MORAL FORCE AND 

THAT ENGAGING SOVIETS IN ANY WAY ON MATTERS AS SENSITIVE 
AS THEIR INTERNAL CONTROLS IS PROGRESS, DIPLOMATS ADDING 
THAT THE ORDERLY DEVELOPMENT OF DETENTE CAN ONLY BE 
HELPED BY DIALOGUES OF THIS KIND. OSNOS SAYS SOVIETS 
FAVOR A PERMANENT ORGANIZATION TO MONITOR THE DECLARATION 
BUT WESTERN STATES OPPOSE ANOTHER INTERNATIONAL BUREAU- 
CRACY, PREFERRING A HIGH-LEVEL MEETING IN A FEW YEARS TO 
EVALUATE THE RESULTS. SUMMIT COULD BE BLOCKED BY ONE 
STATE; AND GREECE CONTENDS TURKEY S INVASION OF CYPRUS 
VIOLATES EVERY NOBLE TENET OF SECURITY PACT. 

5. JENNIFER. THURSDAY PHILA INQUIRER EDITORIAL HELD 

THAT JENNIFER WAS DRAMATIC ACCOMPLISHMENT DESPITE PARTIAL 
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FAILURE, ADDING THAT SUGGESTIONS PROJECT MIGHT ENDANGER 
DETENTE ARE NONSENSE. SUNDAY WASHPOST EDITORIAL HELD 
JENNIFER UNDERLINES CIA'S LEGITIMATE INTELLIGENCE ROLE AND 
TECHNOLOGICAL SUPERIORITY, ADDING THAT SUCH INTELLIGENCE 
COLLECTION IS NOT NECESSARILY INCONSISTENT WITH DETENTE. 
FRIDAY WASHSTAR HAD SIMILAR EDITORIAL STRESSING JENNIFER 
WAS TREMENDOUS FEAT. 

5A. SUNDAY JOSEPH KRAFT COLUMN TERMED JENNIFER AN IMPOR- 
TANT AND LEGITIMATE OPERATION AND SAID THERE IS NO SIGN 
THE RUSSIANS ARE KISSING OFF DETENTE. SUNDAY WASHSTAR 
HAD ARTICLE BY SENATOR PELT. CAUTIONING THAT INTELLIGENCE 
NEEDS AND CHOICE OF COVER SUCH AS THAT USED IN JENNIFER
